Michael Baden, 80, to 
investigate and con- 
duct their own autopsy. 

“Carmel’s family clear- 
ly suspects foul play,” says for- 
mer Chicago cop-turned-Holly- 
wood private eye Paul Huebl. 

“They flew to Bora Bora, then 
hired Baden so they obviously 
have many unanswered ques- 
tions.” 

The group of celebrities, includ- 
ing Jason Bateman and Jimmy 
Kimmel, were invited to join Anis- 
ton, 46, and Theroux, 44, on their 
honeymoon on the South Pacific 
island, after the pair secretly tied 
the knot in the backyard of their 
Bel Air mansion on Aug. 5. 

According to local reports, Mus- 
grove wasn’t feeling well Aug. 18, 


and went to her 
bungalow. 

“She was last seen 
around midnight, by 
room service, '' says a source, “At 
noon the next day, she 
didn’t answer her door, 
but it wasn’t until 7 p.m. 
that cops were c^ed 
and a search launched. 

Just after midnight — 
it’s now Aug 20 — her 
body is found.” 

A preliminary in- 
spection found no 
signs of violence, in- 


jury or bleeding, and officials 
say her death was an apparent 
drowning. Her body was taken 
to Papeete for autopsy. But the 
family, suspecting foul play, de- 


manded a second post mortem 
examination. 

But private eye Huebl tells 
GLOBE, “A serious police in- 
vestigation is needed to solve 
this young wom- 
an’s death. 

“If she was feel- 
ing unwell, why 
would she go swim- 
ming by herself? 

“It will take sev- 
eral weeks for 
toxicology tests to 
reveal if she had al- 
cohol and/or legal 
or illegal drugs in her system. 

“Detectives need to speak 
to everyone who saw Carmel, 
spoke to her or spent time with 
her from the moment she ar- 


rived on the island — and that 
includes Aniston and Theroux,” 
who are not considered to have 
any role in the tragedy. 

“Did some one see anyone 
shady with her?,” says Huebl. 
’’Could someone have given her 
a drug that weakened her? 

“There is no cloak of privacy 
for a celebrity when there is a 
death to probe. 

“Carmel died four thousand 
miles from home. Her family 
will want Baden to make sure 
procedures were followed like 
they would be in the U.S. 

“She left for the vacation of a 
lifetime and never came back. 
The family deserves answers 
and her celebrity friends may 
unwittingly have them.”

Her 
body was mutilated, cut into 
pieces and dumped in a ditch 
100 miles away near Los 
Angeles. 

Cops caught a break when 
a good Samaritan bought 
Brittany’s phone from a 
homeless man April 14 - and 
called Brittany’s mother to 
return it. Brittany’s mom asked 
cops to search for her missing 
daughter. Her naked body was 


found three days later. 

That same day, sex slave 
Lopez was arrested in a San 
Diego Ramada Inn after 
slashing her wrists and leaving 
a suicide note “confessing” to 
Brittany’s murder.

Feared a love rival 

In the note Lopez claimed 
she killed Brittany because she 
was afraid the young beauty 
would steal Perez’s affections. 
Maraglino, Lopez’s “owner,” 
was pregnant with Perez’s son 
at the time of the murder. 

Lopez admitted using a 
knife, “power tools” and 


bleach to chop up Britanny’s 
body — and insisted that she 
acted alone! But the cops say 
she just wanted to clear her 
masters of the crime. 

Investigators found Brit- 
tany’s blood and DNA in 
Perez’s car and said all three 
S&M cultists kidnapped her 
and made her “an unwilling 
participant” in bondage and 
torture. Prosecutors stunned 
the court by saying the trio 
killed Brittany “for their own 
sadistic pleasure.” 

The killers insisted their 


sexcapades were consensual. 
But a California jury didn’t 
buy it, convicting all three 
of kidnapping, torture and 
attempted sexual battery.

Aneta,” the author writes. And 
he quotes one of Andy’s buddies 
as saying the relationship “was 
true love.

“She turned him 
down.” 

Adds her brother 
Jesse: “She wanted 
to keep her personal 
freedom.” 

Aneta also kept Andy on 
the hook until her death in 
1995, 17 years before his 2012 
passing. 

From 1987 to 1992, he cast her 
in roles on his hit lawyer series, 
“Matlock.” 

But the author says party-har- 
dy Andy bedded other women, 
too, including stunning actress 
Joanna Moore, who appeared 
in four episodes of “The Andy 
Griffith Show,” and later wed 
Ryan O’Neal and was the moth- 
er of his daughter Tatum.

Three months after entering the 
ER for help, almost 25 percent still 
felt moderate to severe pain requir- 
ing medication! 

Says Dr. Richard A. Deyo of Or- 
egon Health and Science Univer- 
sity in Portland: “This study may 
encourage more cautious use of 
opioids and muscle relaxants for 
acute back pain, resulting in fewer 
side effects.”

money dispute. Don felt he 
was paid "chump change" 
compared to Andy, who 
owned part of the show and 
was making $1 million a year. 

Don asked to become a 
50/50 partner. When Andy 
refused, Don left to make 
movies - and the remaining 
cast and family members felt 
the Griffith wrath. 

A friend says Andy's white- 
hot rages were "unbearable." 
Once, he trashed a Manhat- 
tan hotel room. During a furi- 
ous fight with wife Barbara, 
he punched out a car wind- 
shield. A source notes Andy 
later admitted seeing a shrink 
for more than a dozen years 
to control his rages and the 
feeling of worthlessness that 
tormented him. 

"My life has been affected 
by an almost total feeling of 
inadeguacy," he explained. 

"It's been with me my 
whole life." 

Andy was especially bitter 
- and jealous - over the 
Emmy Awards and the criti- 
cal acclaim that Don won. It 
fueled their rift. 

But Andy was holding Don's 
hand when his pal died at age 
81 from lung cancer in 2006. 

"Andy said, 'Breathe. You 
gotta pull through,' and told 
Don he loved him before he 
died," says the book. 



■ FRANCES Bavier, who played lovable Aunt Bee, 
was filled with bitterness in her final days, 
believing that Andy Griffith had turned his back 
on her. 

An insider says the 86-year-old actress was 
heartbroken when she died in 1989 after a brave 
battle with cancer, because "she thought Andy 
would always remain her dear friend. 

"But to her bitter disappointment, once the 
show was over in 1968, Andy forgot all about 
her." 

When the cast got together for a made-for-TV 
reunion movie, "Return to Mayberry," in 1986, 
Frances was already too sick to appear. 

But she was devastated to see her beloved 
character was killed off in the flick.
